California

WASHINGTON (A P) — The 
Supreme < our! dismissed Mon­ 
day an appeal challenging a 
California law that authorizes 
the jailing of fathers for “ wil­ 
fully” failing to support their 
illegitimate children.

Utility Taxes 
As Deductions? 


SACRAMENTO — Assemblyman John P. Quimby, 
I>72nd Dist., has introduced a bill to allow Califor­ 
nia’s income taxpayers to deduct taxes they pay on 
local utility services. 
Quimby said the tax would benefit taxpayers re­ 
siding in certain charter cities which levy a tax on 
utilities. It might ultimately benefit everyone, how­ 
ever, if proposals to place a general public utility 
tax go through. 
Quimby said it is “ against sound logic and cer­ 
tainly not good government practice” to levy a tax 
on a tax. 
Another Quimby bill would create a Joint Legis­ 
lative Committee on Bi-Lingua! Education to con­ 
sider future legislation on state participation in bi­ 
lingual programs in California’s public schools. 
He said there is a definite need for a broadened 
bilingual education in California because of the large 
number of children from Spanish-speaking families. 
A third bill being sponsored by Quimby, to open 
to the public committee meetings of the State Legis­ 
lature itself, is having hard sledding, the assembly­ 
man says. 
“ Secret meetings which have been prohibited by 
the Brown Act in local governments should also be 
banned in the legislature,” Quimby said. 
Quimby said there have been instances where 
certain legislative committees have held closed-door 
meetings on controversial subjects to prevent any 
public reaction to the issue.

Roll-with-Punch 
ABM Decision 


From 
tin' e>ni<’s-eye view , 
President 
Nixon's decision in the matter of the anti- 
ballisuc m issile—the first major decision of 
ins administration—was a stroke of political 
genius. 
It satisfies no one; yet neither has it on- 
tireh alienated anyone. There is in it som e­ 
thing for everyone. 
The 
"m ilitan - industrial 
complex'' is 
promised a new injection of m egabucks— 
not as much as it would like but with the 
prospect that the program could balloon into 
the tens of billions of dollars. 
The opponents of the ABM have h o e n 
mollified to the extent that m issiles will not 
lie 
deployed 
around 
the 
nation’s 
cities, 
where they would not only afford dubious 
protection but constitute a provocative es­ 
calation of the arms race. Instead, they will 
he limited initially to two Minuteman sites, 
and eventually to 10 other nuclear m issile 
sites, in order to protect this country's sec­ 
ond-strike or deterrent capability. The word 
is “safeguard.” 
The initial outlay will be modest, at least 
in Defense Department term s—$800 to $900 
million, chiefly to continue research into the 
ABM. This is alxiut half the first - year 
amount requested by President Johnson for 
a system of 13 to 20 antimissile sites near 
large population centers. 
The final decision, of course, rests with 
Congress, where strong and impassioned op­ 
position to any kind of ABM deployment re­ 
mains, though now with some of its sharpest 
points effectively blunted. 
Given the schizophrenic world as it ex­ 
ists today, however, it is difficult to see how 
the President could have made any other 
decision. For what the mind of man can im­ 
agine, his science ultimately attempts. In 
most areas of life, this is laudable, in the 
art of weaponry, it is lamentable. 
No man, charged with the awesom e re­ 
sponsibility “to preserve, protect and de­ 
fend** a nation of 200 millions, could easily 
order the abandonment of research into the 
development of any kind of weapon or anti- 
weapon which carries the remotest promise 
of strengthening national or world security. 
If scientists them selves disagree as to 
the feasibility or desirability of the ABM. 
had the President any choice but to choose 
the course of caution? 
The most significant and most hopeful 
thing about the decision is this very caution, 
its open-endedness and flexibility 
Each phase of deployment, the President 
em phasized, will be under review, anci the 
program could be reduced or expanded de­ 
pending on technological changes, intelli­ 
gence estim ates of the extent of enemy 
threats and the progress of disarmament 
talks. 
Here is where history will take the real 
m easure of Richard Nixon—the degree of 
succ ess or failure with whi<*h he promotes 
arm s limitation talks with the Soviet Union. 
The ABM dec ision, whatever else it may 
be, is a plea to the Russians to join with us 
in a mutual de-escalation of the balanc e* of 
terror. 
The President has said to them, in effect, 
that this is what we feel we must now do to 
safeguard our security. We take the step 
tentatively, reluctantly. Show us how we 
m ay stop. Let us talk about how we rna> 
stop forcing each other to do these expen­ 
sive, wasteful things.

Times Too 
Dreary for 
Laughter 


W herever you look these days, 
there seem s to be a m ajor crisis. 
It’s hardly surprising, then, that 
the editor of The New Y orker 
recently told the editor of Punch 
that w e’re facing a m ajor crisis 
in Am erican hum or. The Punch 
m an, 
fresh from a “ Festival 
of H u m o r” in Rockford, 111., 
didn't doubt it. 
To a v i s i t i n g Englishm an, 
such as Punch editor W illiam 
Davis, the Am erican scene has 
never l o o k e d so unlaughable. 
While he was having a solemn 
discussion of hum or with stu­ 
dents of Rockford College, he 
w rites, thousands of other stu­ 
dents were rioting, in a notable 
uncom ical m anner, all around 
the country. In Pittsburgh, stu­ 
dents did $1 million dam age to 
the U niversity’s com puter cen­ 
ter — “ the heart of a m odem 
A m erican university,” he tells 
his English readers. I find that 
statem ent f u n n y and terribly 
sad. 
But if th a t’s w here the 
heart of a m odern university 
lies, we now know w hat ails 
the m odern university. 
As for the hum or crisis, Wil­ 
liam Shawn of The New Y orker 
says the younger generation has 
no tim e for laughter. Obviously, 
The sheer physical effort involv­ 
ed in m arching, m anning the 
barricades, 
running 
m im eo­ 
graph m achines all night, dis­ 
tributing leaflets, grappling with 
police, storm ing draft boards — 
well, who’s got tim e to laugh? 
“ And w hat’s so laughable?” the 
young m ay, with perfect justice, 
inquire. 


It may be ungracious of me 
to say it straight out, but these 
youngsters who won’t laugh oc­ 
casionally strike the rest of us 
as pretty laughable. It’s kindly 
laughter, let me assure them . 
But there m ust com e m om ents 
when their parents laugh in or­ 
der not to cry. Or scream . Or 
comm it hara - kiri. 
It’s easy to l a u g h in the 
street at a long-haired youth 
wearing an officer’s greatcoat, 
a scruffy beard, a cowboy hat 
and those bent wire eyeglasses 
inspired hv Ben Franklin. It s 
not so easy when you know the 
boy and sense the personality 
conflicts, all the young, random 
rage that lies behind this rum ­ 
m age sale costum e. 
Since th ere's no laughter in 
the young, th ere’s precious little 
in the theater these days. We’ve 
alw ays looked to young w riters, 
voung actors and producers to 
keep rem inding us of how ab­ 
surd—and how filled with hope 
and gusto — life really is. In­ 
stead, we have the young re­ 
minding us that Man is evil, 
w ar is hell, violence is n atu ral 
and absolutely everything — in­ 
cluding academ ic sem inars and 
ballroom dancing — is better 
with your clothes off. 


At a recent rock’n roll concert 
in the Miami Civic Auditorium , 
the star of the evening, one 
Jim M orrison, established some 
sort of record in low comedy 
by rem oving his trousers and 
deporting him self in “ a lewd 
and obscene m an n er,” accord­ 
ing to the police. 
With so little hum or available 
through 
traditional 
en tertain ­ 
m ents, it would be nice to find 
occasional “ f u n n i e s” in the 
day s news. But the papers can 
only hold up a m irro r to the 
tim es. And the tim es have ra re ­ 
ly seem ed so out of joint, especi­ 
ally to us old-tim e laughers. 
This weekend there w ere peo­ 
ple who p r o f e s s e d to have 
thought it terribly funny of Mrs. 
led Kennedy to attend a White 
House long - dress reception in 
a too short, too gaudy m iniskirt. 
But m ost p e o p l e , including 
D em ocrats, 
probably 
thought 
Joan Kennedy w as showing not 
her %ense of hum or but rath er 
a faint contem pt lor her hosts 
and their party. Not very laugh­ 
able, that. 
Since the tim es are undeniab­ 
ly grim , there ought to be a 
good bit of first-class gallows 
hum or — black com edy, if you 
will — in evidence. C ertainly 
w artim e produces its own spec­ 
ial hum or. F.ven occupied count­ 
ries m aintain a sort of black 
m arket in jokes. But lately it 
stern s th at all our songs are 
sad, all our jests a little w ry. 
What m ore need be said of to­ 
d ay's mood than a c u r r e n t 
phrase describing April 15 taxes 
— “ the bill for the burning of 
the children in V ietnam ?” . . . . . .

America is a wealthy country 
— the richest in the world — 
and it has a large credit reser­ 
voir of its own. industry s extra 
facilities are built in p art on 
borrowed money, and just now 
com panies are in the m idst of 
a period of enlargem ent of their 
plants, equipm ent and m achin­ 
ery. 
The purpose of the hike In 
interest rates is not to cripple 
expansion but to pospone m uch 
of it until a stabilized economy 
can be attained. The risk of 
such intervention by m o n e y 
m anagers

however, is that it m ay bring 
a slum p and a loss of confi­ 
dence by investors. Appeals for 
restraint have been going on 
for m ore than a year, but things 
haven’t slowed down m uch, de­ 
spite cuts in the federal budget, 
a tax hike, and efforts to re­ 
strict credit. 


The dollar is, of course, stead­ 
ily depreciating in value as it 
buys less and less. Unemploy­ 
m ent h asn 't grown, and w age 
raises are still being m ade. In 
fact, the D epartm ent of Com­ 
m erce has just reported that 
the Am erican people got an in­ 
crease in income in February 
of 5.25 billion dollars, which is 
double the rise in earnings for 


Jan u ary of this year. M anufac­ 
turing " industries, 
particular­ 
ly, 
augm ented their payrolls, 
and two thirds of the gain was 
am ong the producers of m etals, 
m achinery 
and 
lum ber 
pro­ 
ducts. Another big advance was 
in the wages paid by corpora­ 
tions e n g a g e d in operating 
transportation, 
com m unications 
and public - utility system s. 
So, even though the rate for 
borrowing has gone up. it re­ 
m ains questionable w hether the 
trend in wages will halt expan­ 
sion plans. 
This brings up the question 
of w hether the country wouldn’t 
have been better off if Congress 
had im posed w age - and - price 
controls when the V ietnam W ar 
started to strain the economy 
and push up living costs. Houses 
now are m ore expensive to build 
than the sam e hom es w ere a 
few years ago. The rise in inter­ 
est rates, however, is not ex­ 
pected to cause any s e r i o u s 
dow nturn in the d e m a n d for 
m ortgage rponey. 


There is a lot of talk, to be 
sure, of stringent m e a s u r e s 
which 
President 
Nixon 
m ay 
take. But while there m ay be 
budget cuts, the key to w hether 
the inflationary boom is being 
restrained will be found in the 
banking world, w here the cost 
of credit is expcted to continue 
to rise. The hope is th at this 
will cause spending to be de­ 
ferred in projects that can be 
put 
aside for a y ear or so. 
Any m ajor restriction of credit 
affects business transactions on 
the consum er as well as the in­ 
dustrial front. 
Even m ore uncertaintly as to 
the future trend of the economy 
arises from the V ietnam W ar 
situation. If some slowing down 
of the w ar expenditures is made 
possible through a peace agree­ 
m ent or perhaps through the 
w ithdraw al of a large p art of 
the A m erican m ilitary f o r c e s 
during the next two years, the 
im pact on the econom y will be 
steadily felt. 
W hat 
the 
adm inistration 
would like to accom plish is a 
curtailm ent of governm ent ex­ 
penditures. but at a pace de- 
s ribed as “ gradualism ,” so that 
there will be no sudden collapse 
of defense c o n t r a c t s which 
would have an adverse effect 
on the whole economy. Nobody 
knows yet w hether this can be 
done, since there is still no sign 
of any desire on the p art of 
the Com m unists to co-operate 
in m aking plans for the ending 
of the w ar.

Among the four tobacco companies that now re­ 
main as corporate entities, nontobacco products ac­ 
counted for only between 12 per cent and 28 per cent 
of 1968 sales figures. Total cigarette consumption in 
the United States dropped fractionally in the year 
ended last Ju ly, but is expected to remain stable in 
the current fiscal year. 


W ith at least three federal agencies solidly be­ 
hind a ban on T V and radio cigarette advertising 
when the federal Cigarette Labeling and Advertising 
Act expires in June, the tobacco lobby may be in for 
a real battle. However, the possible imposition of an 
advertising ban would eliminate the free time given 
to antismoking messages (considered by some to be a 
faetor in the drop in consumption). 
And certainly some of the S2o5 million now spent 
annually on radio and T V advertising would be re­ 
leas'd for diversification and improvement of finan­ 
cial positions. If money now spent on these forms of 
advertising were to flow directly to earnings, some 
estimates show net as much a- 50 per cent higher 
than reported results. Of course, a good portion of 
this money would be allocated to other advertising 
media and promotional method-. 
If the stock market continues to deteriorate — 
and most indicators point in this direction— there will 
be some very tempting bargains among the tobacco 
stocks. 
For the growth-minded. Philip Morris, after a 
projKjfeed 2-for-l split and accompanying dividend 
increase, looks attractive. Record levels in sales and 
earnings were achieved in 1968. while the company 
increased it* share of the domestic market to about 
13 per cent from below 13 per cent in 1967. For the 
investor seeking greater income, both Am erican To­ 
bacco and Reynolds are suggested.
